MY HOUSE IS ON FIRE! 
WHAT DO I DO NOW? 


“I was in shock, panic. My 
only thought was on how to 
get out. I knew I eouldn’1 
go down the stairs, so I ran 
into my parents bedroom.” 

That’s how Nancy (not 
her real name) described to 
investigators her reactions 
upon realizing that her 
house was on fire. The fire- 
struck during what started 
out to be one of the best 
weeks of her life. 

On Sunday, June 6, Nancy, 
who is 18 years old gradu¬ 
ated from high school. On 
Monday, June 6, she spent 
the day talking with friends 
and packing for a long- 
awaited trip to England to 
visit a pen pal. She spent 
Monday evening at the home 
of one of her friends. When 
she returned to her own 
home, about 11 p.m., her 
younger brother, who has 
musaular dystrop h y, was 
asleep in his bed on the first 
floor of the house. Nancy 
went upstairs to her parents’ 
bedroom and talked to her 
mother for a while. Her 
father was already asleep. 
At approximately 11:30 p.m., 
she said good night to her 
mother, went to her own 
bedroom across the hall, 
closed the door, and went to 
bed. Around 1 a.m. on Tues¬ 
day morning, she was 
awakened by the sound of 
the fire alarm bell. 

“When I first woke up, I 
was contused, but I noticed 
the room was very hot,” she 
said. “When I realized there 
must be a fire in the house, 
I ran into the hallway. When 
I got there. I saw flames 
shooting up the stairs on my 
right.”

Nancy’s parents evidently 
heard the fire alarm bell, 
too, because according to 
Nancy, they ran into the 
hall at the same time that 
she did. 

“When I ran into m y 
parents’ bedroom, my moth¬ 
er told me to jump out the 
window,” she said. “I don’t 
know where my father was 
at that time.” 

Nancy climbed out the 
window, but she was afraid 
to jump. “I really don’t re¬ 
member jumping,” she said, 
“so I must have blacked out. 
All I remember is getting up 
off the ground and running 
to a neighbor’s house. I was 
yelling and banging on the 
door and other neighbors 
come out to see what was 
wrong. One woman took me 
down the street, washed me 
off, and called the police to 
take me to the hospital.” 

Nancy spent over six 
weeks in the hospital being 
treated for third - degree 
burns. While there she 
learned that her father had 
died in the fire. Her mother 
died in another hospital, 
three weeks after the fire, 
from injuries she received 
in the fire. Her younger 
brother was resc iu e d by 
neighbors. 

“My family had never 
talked about firesafety or 
how to get out of the house 
in case of fire,” she said. “I 
never saw any television ads 
for firesafety, and I never 
had any firesafety training 
in school.

Judge’s Decision! 


CARROT TOP

One of the major problems in the operation of the 
Criminal Justice System today is that ,not enough of what 
goes on in the courts becomes public knowledge. 

It doesn’t matter whether the State Legislature enacts 
tough sentences, if judges find ways to avoid imposing 
them. , 

Citizens — law-abiding taxpayers — are usually the 
people who remain in the dark about which judges are 
tough and which ones are not; which, judges tend to 
coddle criminals and which ones keep protection of society 
in mind. 

What people need to know about their judges is 
whether they consider justice for the criminals or for 
all of society. 

The means for keeping track of how judges sentence 
are very difficult ;under current law. While jurists must 
state their reasons in the court minutes when a case i? 
dismissed in the furtherance of justice, there is nothing 
in the law providing for opening up those statements to 
public scrutiny. 

In other words, such information is not now avail¬ 
able to the public by any easy, inexpensive means. 

There is a bill in the State Legislature which would 
change all that. Introduced by State Senator Newton R. 
Russell (R-Montrose), SB 195 is entitled the Judges’ Ipen 
.Record Act. This bill woull require each judge in a felony 
case to state on the record: 

— Why a plea of guilty or nolo contendere has been 
accepted. 

— Why an acquittal or finding of guilt has been 
made. 

— Why a certain sentence has 'been imposed. 

— Why a motion for a new trial or acquittal has 
been granted. 

And, when a sentence has been imposed, the state¬ 
ment of reason for that sentence must be accompanied by 
a list of prior convictions by the defendant. 

All required statements shall be transcribed and filed 
in the records of each case, anl a copy of each statement 
must be filed separately, indexed by the name of the 
judge and made available for public inspection. 

Any additional costs stemming from this legislation 
will (be small and enactment of the important concept 
contained in SB 1S6 will be well worth the price. It is 
time to let the sun shine in on our criminal court judges 
and their actions. If you agree, you can let key legis¬ 
lators know before the bill is heard in the Senate Judi¬ 
ciary Committee. 

Senators on that committee are Chairman Alfred E. 
Song (D-Monterey Park), Vice Chairman George Deukme- 
jian (R-Long Beach), Robert G. Beverly (R-Redondo Beach), 
Dennis Carpenter (R-Irvine), Milton Marks (R-San Fran¬ 
cisco), Alan Robbins (D-North Hollywood), David A. Ro- 
berti (D-Hollywood), Bob Wilson (D-San Diego), and 
George N. Zenovich (D-Modesto). 

Don’t forget to write to your own State Senator, too. 
All of these people can be reached at the State Capitol, 
Sacramento, 95814.

We Talk — No Action! 

At least $20 million a year could be saved if the 
Superior and Municipal Courts of California were merged 
into b.ne trial court, Supervisor Kenneth Hahn believes. 

There presently are 421 judicial officers at the Muni¬ 
cipal and Superior Court levels in Los Angeles County, 

The cost of running the courts is $38.2 million a year. 

Acting on Hahn’s request, County Supervisors have 
asked the Superior Court to submit to the Board its pro¬ 
posals for court reform and to inform the Board whether 
it will vigorously support consolidation of the Municipal 
and Superior Courts into one trial count, which would 
involve state legislation and a constitutional amendment 
to be submitted before the people at the 1978 elections. 

The Presiding Judge of the Superior Court is re¬ 
questing 34 more judges, which will cost Los Angeles 
County taxpayers $44,543 and the state $3.4 million an¬ 
nually,” Hahns said. 

Every Superior Court judg§ added to civil court costs 
$188,232 ($1000,000 to the state and $88,232 to the county), 
including supporting staff such as bailiffs, court clerks 
and court reporters.. 

‘The cost increases by $190,000 per judge when the 
judge is assigned to criminal court,” Hahn added. 

‘There also i s the tremendous cost of building court¬ 
rooms, estimated at $1.4 million per court.” 

Despite the major need for court reform, there has 
been none and. in fact, theer are those who say there is 
little liklihool of court reform coming from the legisla 
ture this session. Hahn said. 

It has been and continues to be part of the county’s 
legislative program to have court consolidation. 

“A big stumbling block is the fact the Superior Court 
has failed to vigorously support court reform and, instead, 
simply asks for more judges every year.” Hah,n said. 

“There were 50 Superior Court judges in 1947, which 
grew to 102 by 1960. increased to 149 in 1970 and today 
stands at 171.”

The Ten Commandments: of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3.. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8 Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.
